J. IL Kadel, wholesale candy m a n u ­ 
facturer, of Hanover, and will leave on 
W ednesday for his native home in 
Greece w here he will join the Greek 
arm y. 
He expects to serve an en­ 
listm ent of probably six m onths and 
hopes to retu rn to G ettysburg upon 
the completion of th a t time. 
Mr. V arelas, or "G us” as 
he 
is 
known generally in G ettysburg, is go­ 
ing back to the home-land as the re­ 
sult of a call from the Greek govern­ 
m ent to all its sons living in the U nit­ 
ed S tates to return and join the arm y. 
The call is to all young men of th a t 
nationality between the ag e s of 21 
and 36 and the local candy m a n u fac­ 
tu rer is within this limit. 
Failure to answ er th e call of the 
Greek governm ent is a very serious 
thing. 
Should Mr. V arelas not ap p e ar 
in New* York on S atu rd ay to sail with 
hundreds of his countrym en he would 
forfeit his citizenship as a Greek, 
would give up his claim to his p are n ­ 
tal inheritance and, should he ever re 
turn to his native country afte rw a rd , 
would be liable to undergo an im ­ 
prisonm ent of five years. 
In case the 
w ar ends within the next six m onths 
he m ay secure his relearc from f u r ­ 
th e r service by paym ent * f a sum of 
$300 but, if the w ar should not cease, 
he will have to see active service. The 
other G reeks living in G etty sb u rg are 
not affected by the call which Mr. 
V arelas m ust answ er as they are from 
the island of Mitelene which is now 
under T urkish control. 
"G us” 
has 
conducted 
the 
candy 
kitchen next door to th e Eagle Hotel 
since May 1910 and has built up quite 
an extensive local trad e while his 
place has alw ays been well patronized 
by tourists. 
Before coming to G etty s­ 
b urg he lived in W aynesboro where 
he was engaged in the sam e sort of 
business, his entire stay in the United 
S tate s covering a period of about 
nine years, 
As he w’as eighteen when 
he left home he is now tw enty seven. 
In leaving G etty sb u rg Mr. V arelas 
expresses th e hope and the belief th a t 
he will retu rn before very long. 
He 
says I 
“ It is not likely th a t we will In* re ­ 
quired for actual service in the w ar 
for I think th a t will be a t an end be­ 
fore very long. 
My enlistm ent will 
be for about six m onths, I think, and I 
hope to retu rn a t the end of th a t time. 
T here were 75,000 G reeks subject to 
the call and of these 25,000 have a l­ 
ready returned. 
I expect my trip to 
take about two weeks. 
I have my 
m other, tw o bro th ers and a sister, 
living in Greece whom I have not seen 
for m any years, and I also have one 
brother still living in this country. 
My fath e r is dead.” 
"G us” has made a num ber of friends 
during his stay here and he leaves 
with the well wishes of m any who 
hope th a t he may return before a n ­ 
other y ear has passed.

One monument to his

Mr. P e rry modelled General W ads­ 
worth as he stood at G ettysburg, with 
one arm directing the placing of his 
troops so as to w ithstand a charge of 
the C onfederates.

London, Jan. 14.— 31r Edw ard Grey, 
the British foreign secretary, and the 
am bassadors of the powers are making 
valiant efforts to bring about a set 
B em ent between Turkey and the Bal 
kau allies in the direction of peace. 
They have had additional interview s 
with Dr. Daneff and Rechad Pasha, 
heads of the Bulgarian and T urkish 
delegations respe< tively, advising mod 
erat ion on both sides and 
warning 
them that either party, if through ob­ 
stinacy it should plunge E urope into 
w ar again, would incur a heavy weight 
oi diaspproval. 
T he meeting of th e am bassadors was 
the lengthiest yet held. They discussed 
the note to be presented to the Porte 
passage by passage, aiming to meet 
every possible argum ent likely to ba 
raised by the Turks. 
It was decided th a t the peace note 
will be presented at once 
T he note 
was adopted unanimously. W hat the 
ultim ate 
result will be is anxiously 
awaited in london. 
T he general im pression am ong the 
pienipoientiar es is that the definite 
decision on war or peace m ust come 
from Constantinople. W hatever conces 
skins the Balkan league may m ake the 
allies will never consent to the renun- 


I c ia ’iou of Adrianople, which the Turks 
m ake the sine qua non of peace. 
Much is hoped for here from Kiamil 
Pasha, the 
grand 
vizier, a m an of 
great ability and extraordinary influ 
ence. 
He is perhaps the most power 
ful am ong the O ttom an statesm en He 
has succeeded in restoring the good 
relations between Turkey and th e Tri­ 
ple Entente, and thus far has lieen 
able to prevent th e powers from taking 
an ac tive anti T urkish attitude. 
A dispatch from th e Turkish capital 
Staten that the new spaper Tasfl: I Et 
kiar announces th e decision of the en 
tire Turkish cabinet to resign. This I' 
believed to indicate the predominance 
o ft he In fluance of the w ar party, who 
may. in the event of such a move, con 
trol f u t u r e movem ents. 
W hile progress tow ard peace is at a 
standstill, the Balkan delegations ar* 
endeavoring to obtain advantages fo. 
them selves in th e partition of th e con 
I quered territory. 
The kings of Bul 
garia. 
Greece and 
M ontenegro are 
working actively am ong their relatives 
and friends on tike other thrones ot 
E urope to Influence the powers in fa 
vor of the claim s of their countries 
As 
the 
m oment for a decision ap 
proaches their efforts becom e more 
strenuous. 
It is known that they have 
sent spe* ial envoys to some of the

capitals to support the work of their 
regular diplomats.
